Cublin’s Rates. 


At a special meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration yesterday the report of the 
Finance Committee was adopted and a 
rate of 19s. 9d. in the pound was struck 
for the current year. On the actual 
figures for the year the rates would have 
been increased by eightpence—in other 
words, the total rate would have been 
2ls., but the Corporation experts dis- 
covered that, by an automatic reduction 
in war bonuses, they would save £34,245, 
which could be devoted to the relief of 
the rates. Knowing the temper of the 
public, however, they decided to go a step 
further, and added to this sum a further 
sum of £25,000 which they appropriated 
from the surplus of the electricity under- 
taking. In this way the Finance Com- 
mittee was able to recommend a reduction 
of the ratés by sixpence in the pound, 
and, by judicious readjustments in the 
tuberculosis insurance acccont, a further 
reduction of a penny was made possible. 
The new sate, therefore, will be 19s. 9d. 
This reduction represents no real attempt 
to. econcoimise on the working of the Cor- 
poration. The electricity surplus is im 
the nature of a windfall, which may not 
recur, and the whole operation amounts 
merely to feeding the dog with a piece 
of his own tail. This point of view was 
expressed forcibly yesterday by the mem- 
bers of a deputation, which, after some 
interesting discussion, was received’ by 
the City Couneil. It represented; the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, the Dublin 
Citizens’ Association, the Dublin Mercan- 
tile Association, and the Merchant 
Drapers’ Association, All the members 
who spoke laid stress on the urgent 
necessity of economy in Dublin’s muni- 
cipal affairs, The housing policy of the 
Corporation, for instance, has been 
disastrous. There has been a loss of no 
less than £71,867 on the housing scheme. 
Outdoor relief this year is costing the ity 
£126,620 in comparison with last year’s 
bill for £114,627, and nobody seems to 
care whether the impost rises or falls. 
Probably Poplar is the only other place 
in the British Isles which can compare 
with Dublin in the prodigality of its public 
expenditure, and the ratepayers there at 
least get clean streets for their money. 
We are glad that public opinion is begin- 
ning to express itself in this matter. The 
four deputations at yesterday's meetin, 
were a healthy sign. 


Sutietiaanies 


The business of British broadcasting 
seems to have become enmeshed in a red- 
tape muddle that is unprecedented in the 
history of British bureaucracy, Ministers 
are now engaged in the pleasant business 
of “ passing the buck, ' as the expressive 
American phrase goes, in regard to the 
signing of the original agreement with 
the British Broadcasting Company. Mr. 
Kellaway writes indignantly to the news- 
papers, pointing out that the statement 
that he signed it is ridiculous, as he was 
then no longer Postmaster-General. Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain retorts that technt- 
cally he signed the agreement, but that it 
was a legacy from his predecessor. In the 
meanwhile Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the 
present Postmaster-Genera], has ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the whole 
situation. The problem is not easy. If 
the company broadcasts “ wireless’ 
matter, no apparatus exists that will con- 
fine the receipt of the broadcasted matter 
to the legitimate subscribers. The Govern- 
ment may legislate against persons who 
use a “ listening-in’’ instrument without 
a licence; but it has beon proved already 
that of these easily constructed appli- 
ances something like sixty per cent. have 
no hesitation in breaking the law. A 
concession to the company of a share of 
all experimental, as well as “listening- 
in,” licences would add but little to ‘ts 
revenues, The only satisfactory way 
out of the difficulty would seem to 
be that the Committee should decide 
whether a broadcasting service is, or 
is not, sufficiently valuable to the com- 
munity to deserve support at the public 
expense, and, in the former event, should 
subsidise the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany out of the Post (ffice receipts. The 
chiet objection to this proposal seems to 
be that the Pest Office might take ad- 
vantage of the situation by trying to run 
its own broadcasting system. The public 
may conclude that, rather than tempt 
such a disaster, it would prefer to forego 
long-distance entertainment altogether, 


Exiled Gaels. 


A sad sight was seen at Stornoway last 
Saturday, when three hundred emigrants 
set sail for Canada from the Western 
Isles, *Some twenty women were in the 


big, strapping Highlanders, driven by the 
poverty of their desolate rocks to seek a/ 
fortune in the kindlier prairies of Ontario. 
Similar scenes have been witnessed 
recently in the West of Ireland, where 


aes ae oe 


the Scotemen will have one great 
advantage over their Irish fellows. The 
lads from Connemara know little of the 
yreat world which lies beyond their native 
hills; but the Scots, with few exceptions, 
are ox-Army men. They have sung their 
Gaelic ‘songs along the lonely road that 
feads from Amiens to the Valley of the 
Somme, and have dreamed of their barren 
isles in the heat of an Egyptian 
sun. They are sailing now towards 
the West, not to the Hy Breasail 
of their childhood's fancy, but to a land 
where Scots afe working with Englishmen 
and Irish to forge still stronger the links 
that bind together men of our island 
breed throughout the world. Emigration 
always has its sadness, but Canada will 
welcome these exiled children of the Gael. 
In the lone shielings of the misty islands 
the eyes of mothers, of sisters and of 
sweethearts will be heavy with grief at the 
loss of their men; but the women of the 
West, in Spiddal as well as in Stornoway, 
are used to weeping, and dollars from 
Ontario are needed badly in Aran and the 
Hebrides.

Beer and Tea Duties Remain 
Unchanged. 


From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY COBRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. . 
Detailed discussion in the House of Com- 
nons on the Budget resolutions opened to-day 
with an amendment by Mr. Pringle to reduce 
the tea duty from 8d. to 5d., the figure at 
which it stood in 1914. The hon. member 
complained tnat the indirect taxpayer had re 
ceived scant consideration at the hands of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and he urged 
that tea was a fitting commodity with which 
to make a start ii the poor people of the 
country were to obtain any relief at all. 
Mr. Lees Smith characterised the tea and 
gar duties as vicious and indefensible 
‘Water for workers, but beer for them, 
exclaimed Mr. Kirkwood, pointing to the 
occupants of the Government benches. 
Mr. W. H. Jenkins suggested that a 
further duty might very well be imposed on 
whiskey to enable reductions to be made 'n 
tea and sugar. The whole Budget was a con- 
session to wealth, monopoly and profit, de- 
elared Dr. Chapple, amid Labour cheers. 
Mr. Hogge, supporting the amendment, said 
that the reduction im the beer tax was nc 
concession to Scotland. The people of Scot- 
land, he said. did not drink beer. “* We are 
made of much sterner stuff, and regard the 
drinking of beer as an effeminate habit.’

Seventy-one prisoners~some of whom 
have been recaptured—escaped means 
of & tunnel from the Curragh Camp on 
Surday morning. 

The Ear] of Shaftesbury has resigned the 
Chancellorship of the Queen's University, 
Belfast. 

A deputation of County Kildare farmers 
waited on the Minister for Local Govern: 
ment yesterday and complained of the 
enormous increase in taxation in recent 
years. They asked for the appointment of 
special Commissioners, a point which the 
M vister stated that he would consider. 

A coroner's jury in Dublin yesterday 
returned a verdict of wilful murder in the 
case of Thomas Hogan, who was found shot 
on the Gracenark road, Drumcondra on 
Sunday morning. 

An inspector of the Local Government 
Department is holding an inquiry into 
the failare of the Kerry Counc'] to function 
since June last. Rates have been unpaid, 
public works have had to be abandoned. 
and there is an outstanding debt of 
£170,000. 

The rates in Dublin will be 19s. 9d. in 
the £ next year. Yesterday deputations 
representing ‘the Chamber. of Commerce, 
the Citizens Association. and the Mer- 
cantile Association waited upon the City 
Council and impressed npon it the serious

The Prince of Wales spoke on the méan- 
ing of England at the annua] dinner of 
the Roval Society of St. George last night 
in London. 


ABROAD. 


There is a growing demand in Germany 
that a definite reparations offer should be 
made to the Allies. A new spirit of hope- 
fulness pervades Press and public. Our 
Berlin Correspondent, in a forecast of the 
terms, says that Germany will guarantee 
not to make war within the next fifty 
years. 

The representatives of the Allies and the 
Turks opened their second conference at 
Lausanne yesterday. Both Sir Horace 
Rumbeold, the chief British delegate, and 
Ismet Pasha expressed the hope that an 
agreement would be reached quickly. 

The bodies of Belgian soldiers who died 
in England from wounds received in the 
war were conveyed to Zeebrugge on a 
British cruiser yesterday, and landed on 
the Mole with impressive ceremonial. 

Yesterday the Reichsbank rate was in- 
creased from 12 to 18 per cent. The mark

St. George and St. Patrick. 


Yesterday was St. George's Day, and the 
St. George’s Society of Ireland held its 
annual dinner in Dublin. <A sad or 
splendid fact, as different people will 
see it, distinguished this dinner from 
any of its predecessors, Last year 
the little band of Englishmen in Dublin 
dined in the capital of a country which 
was governed from their own London. Last 
night they dined—as they might have 
dined at Melbourne or Ottawa—in the 
capital of a self-governing Dominion of 
the British Empire How will the change 
affect the relations between Ergland and 
Ireland and between Englishmen and 
Irishmen? The members of the St. 
George s Society dined very cheerfully ; 
and we gather that their cheerfulness was 
the outcome of no Sardanapalian cynicism, 
but was based on a reasoned confidence in 
the future. They ought to be good judges, 
because they know their own country and 
they know Ireland History proves two 
things One is that the military and 
political struggle of seven centuries 
produced a deadly bitterness between 
England and Ireland. England too 
often was selfish, arrogant and stupid. 
Dbeland always was resentful because, 
deprived of folitical freedom, she 
was ‘“‘oppressed,’’ and she hated the 
oppressors, et dona ferentes, The time 
came when England recognised her mis- 
takes and sought an amnesty for them: 
but Ireland was unwilling to forget. She 
was dogged still by that tragic gift o 
memory which made the sack of Drogheda 
as recent as.the Battle of the Marne. 

The other thing which history proves is 
that between Englishmen and Irishmen, as 
individuals, there is no innate antipathy. 
On the contrary, there has been, and is, 
a mutual attraction greater than that 
which exists commonly between men of 
different nations. In any cosmopolitan 
company in Paris or Rome an Englishman 
and an Irishman will get together. The 
Englishman admires the [rishman's quick 
ness and idealism. The Irishman admires 
the Englishman's intelligent realism and 
his sense of fair play In spite of the 
Englisnmao’s fear that the Irishman may 
be ‘‘ pulling his leg,” and the [rishman’s 
dislike of that soupron of Brit.sh superiority 
which Thackeray betrays in his “ Irish 
Sketch-Book,”’ the mutual attraction has 
lasted through the centuries, It has estab- 
lished life-long friendships between English 
squires and Irish peasants, and has 
cemented a brotherhood stronger than 
death between generations of English and 
Irish fighting men in the British Army. 
Will our new partnership obliterate the 


‘hatreds and distrust- of the past, and 


will it furnish scope at. last for the full 
play of the instinctive grádh between the 
two peoples? We take the optimistic 
view. We believe that henceforward the 
Englishman in Ireland will work in a 
new atmosphere. He will cease to be a 
‘‘ foreigner,”” an “alien,” a member of a 


“British garrison’ and all the other 
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derogatory things which a vehement Press 


was wont to charge against him. In a 
word, as Mr. George Fletcher said last 
night, he will cease to be an object of 
suspicion. 

Many Irishmen are rejoicing already that 
political revolution has enabled them to 
dispense with an attitude which never was 
quite natural to them. England's generous 
and just dealings during the Treaty negotia- 
tions and afterwards have done much to 
dispel. the legend of her secular perfidy. 
Until the other day it was gospel with 
most Irishmen that England’s hand had 
been deeply and consistently in Ireland's 
till. Now Mr. Cosgrave has admitted that 
recent inquiries have disillusionised him 
concerning at least one important aspect 
of this matter. The geographical an“ 


cannot be cut with the sword or dissolved 
by any jugglery of words, It is necessary, 
therefore that the two peoples shall trust 
and help each other. The almost illimit- 
able domains of the British Empire will 
continue to offer work and adventure to 
the young Irishman. There is plenty of 
room, and much need, in the Free State 
for the expenditure of English money, the 
exercise of English brains and the employ- 
ment of English skill. Not less important, 
perhaps, will be the readiness of Irishmen 
in the future to absorb all that is good 
from the long experience of British 
industry and statesmanship. Our young 
Patliament has much to learn from 
the Motner of Parliaments; our young 
Government can acquire wisdom from the 
traditions of British government, which, 
with all its errors, seldom has erred 
through lack of magnanimity or excess of 
passion. A true Anglo-Irish entente will 
be a blessing for both countries and for 
the whole world. 


Dublin's Rates. 


At a special meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration yesterday the report of the 
Finance Committee was adopted and 3 
rate of 19s. Od. in the’ pound was struck 
for the current year. On the actual 
figures for the year the rates would have 
been increased by eightpence—in other 
words, the total rate would have been 
2ls., but the Corporation experts dis- 
»covered that, by an automatic reduction 
in war bonuses, they would save £34,245, 
which could be devoted to the relief of 
the rates. Knowing the temper of the 
public, however, they decided to go a step 
further, and added to this sum a further 
sum of £25,000 which they appropriated 
from the surplus of the electricity under- 
taking. In this way the Finance Com- 
mittee was able to recommend a reduction 
of the ratés by sixpence in the pound, 
and, by judicious readjustments in the 
tuberculosis insurance acccont, a further 
reduction of a penny was made possible. 
The new sate, therefore, will be 19s. 9d. 
This reduction represents no real attempt 
to economise on the working of the Cor- 
poration. The electricity surplus is im 
the nature of a windfall, which may not 
recur, and the whole operation amounts 
merely to feeding the dog with a piece 
of his own tail. This point of view was 
expressed forcibly yesterday by the mem- 
bers of a deputation, which, after some 
interesting discussion, was received’ by 
the City Couneil. It represented, the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, the Dublin 
Citizens’ Association, the Dublin Mercan- 
tile Association, and the “Merchant 
Drapers’ Association, All the members 
who spoke laid stress on the urgent 
necessity of economy in Dublin's muni- 
cipal affairs, The housing policy of the 
Corporation, for instance, has been 
disastrous. There has been a loss of no 
less than £71,867 on the housing scheme. 
Outdoor relief this year is costing the city 
£126,620 in comparison with last year’s 
bill for £114,627, and nobody seems to 
care whether the impost rises or falls. 
Probably Poplar is the only other place 
in the British Isles which can compare 
with Dublin in the prodigality of its public 
expenditure, and the ratepayers there at 
least get clean streets for their money. 
We are glad that public opinion is begin- 
ning to express itself in this matter. The 
four deputations at yesterday's meetiny 
were a healthy sign.

Broadcasting. 


The business of British broadcasting 
seems to have become enmeshed in a red- 
tape muddle that is unprecedented in the 
history of British bureaucracy, Ministers 
are now engaged in the pleasant business 
of “ passing the buck,’’ as the expressive 
American phrase goes, in regard to the 
signing of tlie original agreement with 
the British Broadcasting Company. Mr. 
Kellaway writes indignantly to the news- 
papers, pointing out that the statement 
that he signed it is ridiculous, as he was 
then no longer Postmaster-General. Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain retorts that techni- 
cally he signed the agreement, but that it 
was a legacy from his predecessor. In the 
meanwhile Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the 
present Postmaster-Genera], has ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the whole 
situation, The problem is not easy. If 
the company broadcasts “ wireless’’ 
matter, no apparatus exists that will con- 
fine the receipt of the broadcasted matter 
to the legitimate subscribers. The Govern- 
ment may legislate against persons who 
use a “ listening-in’’ instrument without 
a licence ; but it has beon proved already 
that of these easily constructed appli- 
ances something like sixty per cent. have 
no hesitation in breaking the law. A 
concession to the company of a share of 
all experimental, as well as “listening- 
in,” licences would add but little to ‘ts 
revenues, The only satisfactory way 
out of the difficulty would seem to 
be that the Committee should decide 
whether a broadcasting service is, or 
is not, sufficiently valuable to the com- 
munity to deserve support at the public 
expense, and, in the former event, shoul? 
subsidise the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany out of the Post (ffice receipts. The 
chiet objection to this proposal seems to 
be that the Pest Office might take ad- 
vantage of the situation by trying to run 
its own broadcasting system. The public 
may conclude that, rather than tempt 
such a disaster, it would prefer to forego 
long-distance entertainment altogether, 
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Exiled Gaels. 


A sad sight was seen at Stornoway last 
Saturday, when three hundred emigrants 
set sail for Canada from the Western 
Isles, *Some twenty women were in the 
party; but the rest were all young men, 
big, strapping Highlanders, driven by the 


fortune in the kindlier prairies of Ontario. 
Similar scenes have been witnessed 
recently in the West of Ireland, where 


the stony soil is niggard of its yield, 


and men grow weary of the eternal

| BRITAIN’S ‘BUDGET. 
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Unchanged. 


From Over PARLIAMENTARY COBRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. . 

Detailed discussion in the House of Com- 
nons on the Budget resolutions opened to-day 
with an amendment by Mr. Pringle to reduce 
the tea duty from 8d. to 5d., the figure at 
which it stood in 1914. The hon. member 
complained tnat the indirect taxpayer had re- 
ceived scant consideration at the hands of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and he urged 
that tea was a fitting commodity with which 
to make a start if the poor people of the 
country were to obtain any relief at all. 

Mr. Lees Smith characterised the tea and 
scgar duties as vicious and indefensible 
“Water for workers, but beer for them, 
exclaimed Mr. Kirkwood, pointing to the 
wccupants of the Government benches. 

Mr. W. H. Jenkins suggested that a 
further duty might very well be imposed on 
whiskey to enable reductions to be made in 
tea and sugar. The whole Budget was a con- 
session to wealth, monopoly and profit, de- 
elared Dr. Chapple, amid Labour cheers. — 

Mr. Hogge, supporting the amendment, said 
that the reduction in the beer tax was nc 
concession to Scotland. The people of Scot- 
land, he said. did not drink beer. “ We are 
made of much sterner stuff, and regard the 
drinking of beer as an effeminate habit.” 

Mr. Bovd Carpenter wae anab'e to accept 
the amend-vrent, which would involve a loss of 
revenue of nearly four millions a year, and, 
an a divieion, the proposal was rejected by 
257 to 179. 

When the heer tax came to be discussed 
there were members on beth sides cf the 
House who considered that the profits made 
by brewers justified a reduction in price by 
twopence per pint It was really prohibition 
by taxation, declared Commander Bellairs. 

Mr. Charles Roberts did not think that the 
Chancellor had any real chance with the 
brewera Whether the duty was increased 
or reduced the trade always managed to come 
out on top. It was always possible for the 
hrewer to recoup himself by lowering the 
quality of the beer, said Mr Hilton Young, 
who considered that the pre-Budget arrange- 
ments made with the trade were contrary to 
the true theory of Parliamentary Government. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer pointed 
cut that the alternative to such an agreement 
was the reimposition of war time control. 
With regard to the suggestion that the 
quality of the beer might. be rednred, he had 
been given an undertaking that this would not 
be done. 

The beer resolution was agreed to, after 
an amendment to reduce the rebate payable 
to the brewers, moved by Colonel Guest, had 
been defeated by 252 to 165. 


IRISH QUESTIONS. 


COMPENSATION BILL. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Ormsby Gore informed Colonel Newman and 
Sir William Davison that as the Compensation 
Bill was stil] before the Írish Parliament he 
regretted that he could not add anything to 
the reply which he made on April 12th. The 
Colonial Secretary hoped on an early date to 
receive a deputation from both Honses of 
Parliament on this subject, and would then 
be in a position to discuss the matter more 
fully than would be possible by means of 
question and answer in that House. 

Sir W. Devison—Can the hon. gentleman 
now say whether the British Government still 
stand to their pledges to see that all claims to 
compensation by British citizens resident in 
the Irish Free State would be met equitably’ 

Sir John Butcher—Will the hon. gentleman 
take an opportunity to say on an early day 
whether the Government still recognise their 
obligations? 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—The Prime Minister's 
pledge given to the country during the Gene- 
ral Electian will be carried out. 

Sir W. Davison—Will the pledge given by 
the Cabinet to the Irish Government on their 
letter of July 26th, 1922, be adhered to” 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—Naturally, if given on 
behalf of the Government. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore, replying to Sir W. 
Davison, who asked whether he was aware 
that approximately 30,000 claims for gm ae 
sation for malicious injuries had heen lodged 
for hearing by the Wood Rentan Commission, 
how many claims had been heard, and in how 
many had payment been actually made, said 
that he had not yet received any later figures 
than those given in the White Paper pre- 
sented on the 9th inst. 

Sir W. Davison asked whether, as someone 
had sugested, claims were being dis- 
posed of at the rate of 500 per week, and did 
the Under Secretary think that a tribuna! of 
five members could competently dispose of 
work at that rate. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore said that he understoed 
that the assessors were getting a very large 
number of the appeale. 

Sir W. Davison asked whether claimants 
were told that if they did not agree to the 
figures suggested that they would not get paid 
within any definite period 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore said that if Sir W. 
Davison could give him any evidence in sup- 
port of such a statement he should be obliged. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
| PENSION, 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore, in reply to Major Astor. 
who asked whether, as a conséquence of the 
conferring of Dominion status upon the Irish 
Free State, the office of Governor-Genera! of 
the Irish Free State would carry the same 
right in respect of pension from the Imperial 
funds as the po t of Governor-General in other 
Dominions, said— Yes; the conditions under 
which [Imperial pensions may be paid to the 
Governors-General of the Dominions are de- 
fined in the Pensions (Governors of Dominions) 
Act, 1911, and the effect of the Irish Free 
State (Adaptation of Enactments) Order in 
Council. 1923. now on the table of the House, 
would be to place the Irish Free State in the 
same position as Canada, Avwstralia, or any 
other Dominion in respect of that Act. 
wJ think it right, at the same time,.to call 
the attention of the House to the fact that on 
November 28th last, in the course of the 
dehate on the Irish Free State (Consequen‘ial 
Provisions) Bill, 1 stated, in reply to a ques- 
tion of which | had had no notice, that the 
office of Governor-General would not be pen- 
sionable. It now seems clear that there is no 
ground on which there should be anv differen 
tiat‘on in this respect between the Irish Free 
State and other Dominions. 


CUSHENDALL AFFAIR. 


Mr. T. P. O'Connor raised # question of 
privilege, which he said arose out of the 
deaths of three young men on June 23rd, 
1922. at Cushendall, Co. Antrim. The st7te- 
ment was made that they were murdered, but 
there was another statement that they were 
killed in an attemvt to ambush a party of

case, and Sir James Craig, while not desiring 
to initiate an inquiry, had intimated his will- 
ingness to give al! persihle facilities.

The 
result of the inquiry showed. that this allecs 
tion was unfounded, and as the report. anart 
fram the allecation in question, related solely 
to matters within the jurisdiction of the 
Government of Northern lreland, it was not 
proposed te publish it urfless by the request 
of that Government. 

“TIT submit.” said Mr. O'Connor, “ that 
the refusal to publish the report is a violation 
of the privileges of the House of Commons. 
Secondly, I submit that, as the Special Police 
who took part in the tragedy were paid by 
the Imperial Parliament, it is s legitimate 
subjeet for cisenssion by the House of Com- 
mons." Mr. O'Connor farther submitted 
that according to the rules a document could 
not be quoted in without the whole 
being brought to the attention of the House. 

The Speaker said that he had considered 
the matter, and he was quite clear that no 
question of privilege arose.

TAKING HUMAN LIFE. 


PERMISSIBLE ONLY IN SELF- 


The sacredness of human life was the sub- 
ject: of a sermon by Rev, Edmund Downing, 
S.J., at the Jesuit, Church, Galway, on Sun- 
day, in the course of which he said that there 
was no limitation to the Commandment ‘“Thou 
shalt not kill” except the killing was clearly 
necessary in self-defence. 

** We are told,” said the preacher, “ that in 
certain circumstances there is a licence allowed 
by the Church of Christ: it does not say that 
a man is bourd to kill in these circumstances ; 
it only says that a man may be justified -in 
takirg life in just and necessary self-defence. 
It is the only case where one man can take 
another 's life, and in order that that self- 
be just there must be a certain 
smal] certainty of imminent danger. 
not, for instance, anticipate the danger. 
all know perfectly well that we cannot begin 
to murder babes in their cradles because they 
be potential enemies of onrs. ; 
has a sentry to shoot a man who is not 
molesting him or has no intention of doing 
ae 


“There are some people who think they can 
arrogate to themselves the laws of life and 
death. They can do nothing of the kind, for 
human power has to guide iteelf, if it wante 
to be respected by Christians at least, by the 
law of God. Unless there is imminent risk 
no man has a right to take the life of another, 
and it is perfectly certain that as God's law 
stands I have no right to take away the life 
which was given by God unless I have a mora] 
certainty that there is on my part a just and 
high reason for doing so. 

** Again, I need not speak of ench a thing 
as shooting a prisoner while running .away. 
I am only suggesting that these are things 
we ought to think about, becanse human life 
is a very sacred thing, and if those, above all, 
who have got the right to protect human life 
show any want of respect for human life there 
will be great danger that that kind of idea 
will be spread amongst the people at large.”

able fact that he died on St. George’s Day, in 
his 52nd year. That day there was for the 
first time a Service in St. Paul's Cathedral 
commemorative of St. George, and veéefy 
appropriate it was, for a Dean of St. Paul's 
—Dean Millman—had vindicated the memory 
of St. George from oblogry and vilification 

There was a St. George of No ce wha 
began life as an army contractor, then 
changed to a tax collector, went into the 
Church, and became an Archbishop; but who 
was so unpopular with his flock that he was 
torn asunder. He was not the St, George, 
the Knight of Chivairy, whose memory al! Eng- 
lish people, wherever they were found, honoured 
that day. The sons of St. George came to 
Ireland, and they won for Ireland Parlia- 
mentary independence. In this work the 
names of Berkeley, Swift, Grattan, Flood. and 
Molyneux stood out prominently. They were 
all Englishmen, or the sons of Enclishmen. 

ENGLISHMEN FOUGHT. 

When wicked laws deprived ireland of her 
rights, Englishmen took up the torch, and 
fought for her. Therefore, he would say to 
the members of the Society that, as ther 
ancestors had dome a good job for Ireland 


they, too, could do their part, and he 4s 
sure they would do it—(applause)—for the 
happiness and prosperity of ireland and the

THE DEPUTATION. 
NEED OF ECONOMY. 

The acting Lord Mayor having declared 
the resolution carried, 

Dr. Lombard Murphy, as Vice-President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said that they re- 
uretted the absence of the President, Mr. 
James Shanks, who was unable to be present 
owing to illness. It fell to him formally to 
introduce the deputation from the Chamber. 

There were present with Dr. Murphy, 
Messrs. R. W. Booth, J. C. M. Eason, E. H 
Andrews, and George N. Jacob. 

Mr. Fason said that they appeared on 
behalf of a very large number of important 
firms in the city, not merely large rate- 
pavers, but large employers of labour. It 
was desirable that the Corporation should 
have an oppoytunity of learning directly what 
was coing on in the minds of the business 
people. The citizens and ratepayers were 
seriously concerned with the burden of high 
rates with which they were confronted. They 
were alarmed and astonished that the rates 
for the current year had been fixed at the 
figure of 19s. 10d., which represented an 
exceedingly small rednction. 

The rates were a serious burden on in- 
dustry at a time when trade was slack, when 
they had the uimost. difficulty in keeping 
business together, and they had te 
look, to every way of reducing their expendi- 
ture and the burden that industry had to 
carry. The high rates not only hampered 
existing industries, but were a discourage- 
ment to the development of further industry 
by employers and other investors of capital. 
Businesamen thought that the Corporation 
should give serious consideration to the re- 
daction of the rates, as they believed that the 
rates could be lowered. | 

It appeared from the report of the Finance 
Committees that at first they were confronted 
with the prospect of striking a rate of 8d. 
in the £ in excess of that of last year, but 
no doubt they anticipated the feelings of the 
community, and felt that something must be 
done. They surveyed the avenues by which 
reductions could be made. The relief they 
availed themselves of was to take credit for 
the surplus on the electricity undertaking. 
The deputation did not quarrel with that, 
but they saw clearly that no economy had 
resulted from any reduction in the Corpora- 
tion’s programme, and that there was ao 
ecohomy in ite management. 


PENSIONS LIST. 


There’ were ‘cértain reductions in bonuses 
on salaries and’ wages—a total amount of 
£34.2456—but what struck thein with regard 
to that was’ that it was a small percentage 
om the total enditure on salaries and 
wages bonuses.’ “If the estimate for pensions 
which he had: of £460,000 was correct it 
appeared to bé stabilised tó the end of the 
year, but it was an amount, that they should 
endeavour to reduce, and thus relieve the 
burden of the citizens. 

The policy which the deputation recom- 
mended was that the different committees 
should be rationed, so that the estimates 
ghould not be allowed “te exceed certain 
amounts. They thought that the avenues 
of expenditure should be explained more 
thoroughly and more carefully with a view to 
eflecting every reduction that was possible, 
and that, if necessary, the Council's pro- 
grammes should be curtailed. 

Mr. M. Sydney Orr, speaking for the 
Citizens’ Association, seid that they did not 
come there to lecture the Council unduly. No 
doubt, his Association had gone to the Local 
Government Department to get Commissioners 
appointed, and they would stop at nothing to 
et this burden taken off their shoulders. 
With reference to the transfer of £25,000 from: 
the surplus on the electricity undertaking, the 
Finance Committee had reported that they 
were satisfied that, following the transfer of 
that sum for the relief of the rates, the finan- 
cial state of the electricity andertaking would 
be perfectly sound. After making nate 
provision for renewals and for reserve ac- 
counts, the total of the amount at 3ist March, 
1922, was £93,000. : 

Mr. Orr also drew attention to items of ex- 
penditure under the Pablic Libraries Fund. 
Im the case of the Capel street Library alone 
he said the expenditure in wages and salaries 
had increased from £1,184 for 1922-1925 to 
£1,556 for 1925-1924. Other extravagant 
items were £500 for books and £150 for news- 


re.

EFFECT OF HIGH RATES. 


Mr. T. Mason, President of the Dubfin 
Mercantile Association, spesking on ‘behalf of 
that body, said that it included in ite membe 
ship abont 1,000 traders and merchants, Te- 
presenting every pliase of the commercial life 
1 of the city. e Committee, speaking from 

experience, stated that the high municipal 
taxatiop of the past few years fed increased 
the cost of living, increased the amount of un* 
employment, and also increased the number 
of workers put on short time. 

They pointed out that already trading in- 
teresta wera striously handicapped in com. 
parison with competing cities, by higher postal 
charges, higher income tax, higher telephone 
fees, and other charges imposed by their 
National Government.

The Chairman thanked the deputation for 
their attendance, and promised that the 
Council would carefully consider what had 
been said. 

The deputation then withdrew. 


REDUCED ESTIMATES. 

Mrs. Wyse Power moved the adoption of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee's re 
port She said that the estimates revised 
and passed realised an increase of 8d; im the 
£. Faced with this position it was decided to 
take £25,000 from the surplus profits of the 
electricity undertaking, and to rescind a ‘es>lu- 
tion of the Council postponing a reduction of 
war wages. Following on this, conferences 
were held and an agreement reached by which 
the sum of £34.245 would be saved. 

The demand for a change in the personnel of 
the Corporation did not affect the members 
who had done what they considered just in 
the interest of the city. They came into the 
Council, finding its work stagnant, ite sroperty 
falling into decay, and no attempt being made 
to help its machinery to get abreast of modern 
requirements, and in their years of ser ige 
thev had reversed these things. 

Alderman Clark seconded the motion, 

Mr. Thomas Farren meved as an amend- 
ment that the proposal to take £25,000 from 
the Electricity Department's funds be deleted, 
and that it be an instruction to the Finance 
and General Purposes Committee not to inter- 
fere with the reserve of the Electricity Depart- 
ment without consultation with the Electricity 
and Public Lichting Committee. 

Mr. Mahon seconded the amendment. 

The amendment was declared lost. 

On the motion of Mr. M. J. Moran, 't was 
agreed to deal with the items separately, 

Alderman O'Brien said that the estimates 
had been gone over very carefully,.acd it 
was oni¢ a joss of time going over them again. 
One ‘would think that the Finance Committee 
was a foreign body that had no ~oanection 
with the Council at all.

It was agreed to imerease the credit 
estimated on the tuberculosis account from’ 
insurance from £7,000 to £11,000. and to in- 
crease the estimated cost of renewals, repairs 
and painting on the same account, thus in- 
creasing the estimated receipts by £3,000.

CHAOTIO CONDITIONS 
IN KERRY, 


A DEBT OF £170,000. 
á ! 


‘Mr. McGrath, Local Government Inspector, 
|} is holding an inquiry at Tralee into the 
failure of the Kerry County: Council to dis- 
charge their functions as the administrative 
body in Kerry. . 

‘The Inspector, at the ontset,: pointed +o 
the importance aí the inquiry, as tending to 
make a new | ture in local government 
in the county. e inquiry was the first held 
under Section 12 of the new Act, which 
provides for replacing an existing council 
which faila to. ge its duties by the 
election of a new body, or by persons whom 
the Minister yo to carry out the 
duties’ of the defaulting body.’ . 

Outstanding points in. the evidence were 
the absolute failure of the County Council 
to function’ since last June, with conse- 
eens collapse ef local administration; tLe 
hopeless failure io. collect the rates, and 
‘tho adoption of irregular methods to carry 
on owing to the failure of thé County Council 
to meet and discharge their duties. In the 
abnormal conditions that prevailed the Secre- 
tary @f the County Council got sanctiogfrom 
the Minister for Loéal Government last 
September to issue treasurer's advice notes 
on, his own signature, a hitherte unheard of 
procedure. “The Rurai District Council's pro- 
i sposals for works fell through, as no meetings 

were held by the County Úouncil to consider 
them. These proposals had to be renewed at 
each quarterly meeting of the District Council 
fo keep them alive. In some instances, Dis- 
trict Gouncil meetings fell through for want 
of a quorum. There was no supervision over 
‘works of tlie county.’ Complaints by ‘con- 
tractors or etewards under ‘the direct labour 
system could only be dealt with by the County 
"Council Sécrétary; Who, inthe absence of the 
County Council, had to use his own discretion 
and eubmit proposals for ‘sanétion..te the 
Local Government’ Minister. 

SECRETARY’S STATEMENT: 

The Secretary told ‘of the collapse of the: 
rate collection for over a.year.. Roughly, 
£80,000 of the 1921-22 rate, which shotld he 
closed in March, 1922, was outstanding when 
the 1922-23 rate was . struck. rhe 
total warrant for 192223 was £93,000, 
but “the rate’ books wete'’ not . given 
out for that owing to the non-payment of the 
previous rate, and the fact that some of 
the rate collectors’ books were seized. 
Reoughly,.the rates ontgtanding to dete, re- 
presenti two year warrants, would. be 
£140,000. The ‘arrear sheets were not con 
sidered by the County Couneil, becanse they 
did not ‘meet. Some of the collectors pro- 
‘cessed defaulters. and got decrees at the 
District Courts, but those decrees were not 
executed. Pubhe institutions,such aa theCounty 
Home and the Mental Hospital, were bankrupt 
for funds and m danger of closing down, 
as contractors threatened to refuse to sive 
further supplies Since the new aystem 
adopted by the Secretary, of having the rates 
paid into the bank, four wegks age roughly 
£120,000 was paid in of the 1921-22 rate. De- 
mand notes were sent out in districts, com- 
mencing with the most-backward jn arrears, 
in North Kerry. Demands to other districts 
were now being sent out. Their Treasurer, 
the National Bank,. had given them, with 
the sanction of the Local Government Minis- 
ter, an overdraft of £40,000. Only for the 
generosity of the bank the public institutions 
should close down, 

Replying to the Inspector, the Secretary 
said that he could not, suggest that the con- 
tinuance of the present method of adminstra- 
tion should be allowed. The Chairman of 
the County Council, who lived in Dublin, gave 
him great assistance in getting through his 
difficulties. The total indebtedness of the 
Council at. present was £170,000, alter taking 
credit for rates lodged and grants of £147,789. 

‘FARMERS’ COMPLAINTS. 

The inquiry, was reaumed yeslerday, when 
representatives of the Farmers. Union gave 
evidence, in which they @¢mphasised the fact 
that the failure of farmers to pay the. rates 
for l¥cc-22 was due to the exdessiveness of the 
tate struck, for that year. 

Mr. Brosnan, represetiting .thé Farmers 
Union, said that they “never, disputed weir 
hability to pay» reasonable rates, but, Con- 
sidering the grants given to the County Coun- 
cil, they considered themselves unfairly dealt 
with by the County Council. - He complained. 
of the lack of detailed information regarding 
expenditure, He also objected to the direct 
labour s¥stem as unsatisiactory, and com- 
plained that. while last year the supervision 
over the róada cost. £5,000, no work was done 
on the roads... There should have been’ re- 
trénchment, and the services’ of. officials who 
were supposed to be engaged under this head 
should have been dispensed with. The pre- 
sent system of paying rates into the bank 
should be made permanent. The feeling was 
gradually growing that Íocar government, as 
condudted through elected bodies, should be 
replaced by officials responsible only to the 
Local Government. Board, whe wonld be above 
locad influence. - He ‘eniphasised the necessity 
for enforcing the decree of £54,000, which had 
been got against the Tralee Harbour’ Board 
some time ago by the County Council, in re- 
spect of the guarantee for Fenit pier. 

In reply to the County Secretary, the wit- 
| uess said that he and his staff abwave gave 
him all the information that he asked. but 
what he wanted was that detailed information 
.of the expenditure should be printed and pub- 
lished for all ratepayers to. see. ar 

Mr. Dovwe, County ‘Surveyor. gave evidence 
rebutting the allegations made “by Mr. 
Brosnan, that no‘retrenchment, took place. in 
| hie department. He pointed out that when 

he came to Kerry in October, 1920, . there 
were five permaneft and three deputy sur- 
veyors under direct labour. The temporary 
assistants were appointed by the old Loeal 
Governmest Board, in spite of the County 
Council. In March, 1921, when direct labour 
was fidished, the services of the temporary 
assistants were dispensed with, and in the 
following July the five permanent assistants 
were suspended, and were not reinstated until 
the following November. Therefore, there was 
retrenchment. 

A DESPERATE PLIGHT. 

Mr. Eamony Foles spoke of what he de- 
ectibed as the desperate position of the County 
Council in August, 1922. On his own re- 
k emer 94 he went to Dublin and got a 
cheque íor £45,000 to relieve the situation. 
Thgt was out of payments from. thé with-« 
held agricultural grants. It was impossible at 
that trme to collect the rates, and financially 
the Council was in a desperate position. Phat 
money was devoted to the, rehef of the 
County. Board of Health and the Mental 
Hospital, and was allocated by him and the 
‘Council Secretary, under the abnormal‘ con- 
ditions prevailing. ‘ 

In reply to the Inspector, he admitted that. 
in the absence of the County Council, the 
procedure was irregular, but under the pre- 
vailing conditions the Secretary had got 
authority from the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment to isste advice rates on his 
own «signature. tf the County, Council 
was iunctiewing, he wonld not resort to 
euch procedure.. It was not his province at 
all, and he would’-not have done it. under 
normal comiftions, but “he repeated that the 
position ‘was desperat¢ financially, He also 
accepted responsibility’ for initiating the new 
system of having ‘demands issued to rate- 
payers to lodge the rates in the bank. The 
cirevlars were sent. ont in his ‘own narthe, and 
the system was working satisfactorily. Only 
two districts had heen dealt with so far, and 
the ledgment of rates in the bank averaged 
from twelve to fifteen hundred a day. 

Other witsieeses having been examined, the 
inquiry was adjourned until this morning.

on té, following morning. re were two 
bullet wounds under the heart and one in 
the neck. Melvin's father said that his son 
was. hot connected with any organisation, 
political or otherwise, and he never acted as 
a spy for thé Free State forces. A verdict of 
murder by a pérson or persons unknown was 
returned. 

The Coroner said the people who shot the 
unfortunate man were not only bad enough to 
perpetrate the shocking deed, but they tried 
to facilitate it by attaching a label to the 
body. The day would come when they also 
would have to meet their Creator. It was 
evident that the deceased was not in a position 
to act as a spy for either aide. 

Inspector Doyle, of the Civic Guard, said 
that if was up to the civil population to 
assiat the Guard and military in trying to 
stop the recurrence of auch blackguardly acts, 
This was the first Of a series of cases which 
had occurred in the district in which they 
were able to hold an inquest, and it* showed 
that the Government was getting a hold of

A SOLDIER KILLED. 
SHOT WHEN LEAVING 4 
HOUSE. 


“Foully murdered by some person or per-. 
sons unknown, was the verdict returned by 
an Athlone jary which investigated the death 
of Volunteer Ed. Fitzgerald. af the National 
Army, who was shot in a public-house in 
Ballinamuck. He was a native of the County 
Leitfim. He had wounds in the head and 
body. 

From the. evidence appeared that Fitz- 
gerald had: heen sitting im the kitchen of 
Reynolds’ public-house nearing 11 o'clock at 
night. He was sent for by the O.C. the 
garrison, and as he waa leaving the kitchen to 
go imto the hallway shots rang out. and he 
fell. The shots care from the direction of 
the back door leading to the vard. His 
wounds were of such a serious nature that he 
.liived only for a short time. 

A military witness stated that when he 
heard the shots he hastefed to the public- 
house, as he thought that Volunteer Bohan, 
who had been sent for Fitzger€ld; had been 
attacked. He saw Volunteer Fitzgerald lying 
on the floor bleeding from the face, and Fitz- 
gerald, who was moaning, said. “ Bohan shot 
me. After this the O.C. and troops arrived, 
and’ Volunteer Bohan's rifle was examined, 
and found to contain the full-complement of 
alpmunition., 

An officer produced a revolver ballet which 
was found by the owner of the house after the 
firing. 

Volunteer Bohan swore that when he was 
admitted to the public-house he found Fitz- 
gerald in the kitchen he told him that he was 
wanted in barracks. As he was about to 
reach the door four shots rang out. The wit- 
neas was in the hal] at the time and could 
‘not see where the shots came from. He did 
not see any person, nor did’ he hear anyone 
runfing away. As soon as the firing took 


_ place he took up &A position at the.door so 


that no one could leave the place 

A juror remarked that, according to the 
doctor's evidence, the man. wae shot through 
the right cheek and the ablomen. If that 
was so Volunteer Bohan could not ' have 
fired the shot.

MONSIGNOR LUZIO’S POSITION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Sin,—The Freeman's Journal persists in its 
opposition to Mgr. io’s intervention in the 
cause of peace in Ireland. It objects that 
the Papel Secretary of State did not communi- 
cate directly with the Free State Government 
through the Minister of External Affairs with 
a “view to accrediting Mgr. Luzio to the Irish 
Government. But, may Lask, is that the real 
reason for this campaign against Mgr. Luzio’s 
intervention’? It seems incredible that the 
Free ‘State, though in its infancy, should be 
pignorant. of the elementary rules of Vatican 
diplomacy. The Sec of State does not 
correspond directly with the authorities of any 
country with which the Vaticap has not 
established rmanent diplomatic relations. 
It's practice in such a case is to communicate 
with the Government through the ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities of the country 

This-is, precisely what has been done by th 
Holy See in the present instance, The Cardi- 
nal Secretary of State sent letters to Cardinal 
Logue and requested him to introduce Mgr. 
Luzio to sich “‘ eminent personages” as 
desired to meet in persuance of his mission. 
Such an introduction is, I presume, intended 
hy Cardinal Logue in now publishing, SE 
somewhat late, the letter of the Vatican. it 
would seem, thereíore, that nothing further is 
required’ to render Mgr. Lasio's mission public 
and duly to accredit and introduce him, for 
the purposes of his mission, to the public

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ARREARS OF TAXES.

Sirn,— Why should Irish people pay any more 
taxes to England’ Let us see what justice 
she has to beck her demands. What has she 
done? For over half a century she has muleted 
Irish property in crushing death duties, and 
for many years in ruinous income ahd other 
taxes, under the plea that she did so in order 
that the parties taxed should enjoy ' their 
property and their lives in security. Yet, as 
soon, as trouble appears, she scutiles out of 
the country. She was in such as hurry to get 
ont that she handed the copntry over to a few 
young men, who, though their intention was 
to establish law and order, were utterly inex- 
perienced in government, and were up against 
the moméntous task of all the details of 
creating a new State before, as one might say, 
their eyes were open. 

Erigland withdrew every British forcee— 
which should haye held the country till the 
young Government was, at all events, able to 
creep—with the result that a vast amount of 
property was burned, and a vast number of 
people, who had heeh loval to her and had 
paid large sums in taxes and whom she had 

reviously disarmed, were left to be harried, 

ggared and killed before the young State 
was sufficiently organised to give the protec- 
tion which should have been given by the 
State that had extorted payment for it in 
advance. And what is England doing now? 
Is she offering any compensation for her de- 
fault?. Not a bit of it. She is still demand- 
ing the miserable balance of those heavy ae- 
serements that she claims to be still due, 
though she has proved herself a defaulter. 
She refuses » pay the £50,000,000 damage 
that her defanit has consed, and—the last 
straw—she refuses to refund to those persons 
here who are entitled to a rebate any income 
tax on Income derived from English securities, 
because thev are living in Ireland. 

Under these cirenmstances is she entitled to 
draw a penny more from Ireland’ If she did 
the honest and honourable thing, she would 
pay those fifty millions for the damage that it 
was her duty to prevent. and would ‘not allow 
an infarit State to start life with snch a mill- 
stone round ita neck. The Free State officials 
should see Encland in a warmer climate before 
they lend themselves to the collection of those 
wretched arrear or to the enforcement of anv 
pavments ‘claimed to be due prior to April, 
1922. . After that date it is generally under- 
stood that the aszeesements go to the Free 
state, and they sh ould be paid.

In one case my client has an income 
of. £1,200, of which, we send him about £350 
from sent. off which income fax has been 
allowed. We have.two or three clients, ladies 
whose incomes, we believe, do not exceed £150 
per annum, of which sum we send them £40 
or -£50 per annum from house. property. 

In the first case we. think that, as our 
client will get two allowances—firet, £225 
free, and £225 at 2/3 off the portion of his 
income taxes in England—his Irish income 
will bear tax for the next year at 5s., not 
more. Is this corsect’ In the second case, 
could your correspondents say how these 
ladies resident in England are to recover their 
tax on Irish property’ They would not

The defendant, in a counter-claim, asked to 
have probate decreed of the wil] of 18th 
April, 1922, in solemn form. By that will 
the testator, he stated, appointed as his 
executors Mr. Thomas E. Brindley, of Eustace 
street, Dublin, and Mr. Haes, of 19 Langham 
street, Portland place, Lendon, W.1. He 
stated that the alleged last will was not in 
possession of the executors, and that, if it 
was destroyed by the testator, it was 
destroyed with the intention of setting up the 
will of 18th April, 1922. 

Replying to the defence and counter-claim, 
the plaintiff, who sued as executrix, said that 
the will of 18th April was not duly executed 
according to the provisions of the Wills Act; 
that at the time the said will purported to 
be executed the deceased was not of sound 
mind, memory, and understanding, and did 
not know and approve of the contents of the 
will. The dace , she added, made his 
true will on 20th June, 1921, and she was 
the sole executrizx of it. The plaintiff denied 
specifically each of the allegations of fact con- 
tained in the defendant’s counter-claim. 

Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Lardner, K.C., and 
Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for the 
laintiff; and Mr. lynch, K.C.; Mr. T.

In the month of June, 1921, Mr. Waters 
made a will leaving everything buair to 
his wife, the will reciting that due provision 
had been made íor his son, Robert. That will 
was the will propounded by the plaintiff. The 
will of the 18th April, 1922, which the de- 
fendant propounded, was drawn by Mr. 
Christopher Friery and witnessed by Mr. 
Friery‘and his assistant. 

In the month of April, 1922, it appeared, 
some differences arose between Mr. Waters 
and his wife, and Mrs. Waters left the house 
and wefit away to England. She stated that 
she did not intend to come back again; and 
in uence oí that Mr. Waters felt that 
he should, in duty to his child, alter the will 
that he had made on the 20th June, 1921, and 
he accordingly decided to make another will.

When the proceedings 
were started to obtain probate of the prior will 
of 1921 no reference whatever was to 
the second will, and a caveat was entered. 
The question in the action now was whether, 
on the 18th of April, 1922, the testator was 
sompetent to make his will. 

THE EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Christopher Friery, solicitor, proved the 
reparation of the will of 18th April, 1922,
